Food Preservation 

Food preservation has been 
a vital concern to man through- 
out the ages. Most food in its 
natural state retains its peak 
quality a comparatively short 
time. Therefore, man has at- 
tempted throughout history to 
find better and better ways of 
preserving the best qualities 
of food for longer and longer 
periods. There are six major 
ways of preserving food: 

Drying 

Drying is one of the oldest 
methods of preserving food 
and has been in use since Bib- 
lical times. It has been found 
that most foods can be preserv- 
ed for long periods of time if 
their moisture content is re- 
duced to a low level. Fish, 
eggs, milk, fruit and vegetable 
are dried today in enormous 
quantities. There are today 
four principal ways to remove 
the moisture from food. They 
are: Freeze Drying - - This 1s 
the newest drying process for 
removing moisture from 3 
food. Water is found in three 
physical states - - solid (frozen), 
liquid and vapour. The food 
to be dried is frozen and placed 
in the freeze dryer. By the 
application of a low heat and| 
high vacuum process, the 
water is removed from the 
frozen food as a vapour with- 
out melting, that is, without 
going through the liquid state. 
For some foods, freeze drying 
is the best process known to- 
day for removing water since) 
more of the desirable natural} 
flavours are retained when the 
water is removed at these low 
temperatures. Spray Drying- 
This process is most often used 
for liquids or thin suspensions. 
The food to be dried is divided 
into tiny particles by atomiz- 
ing in a chamber through 
which a large volume of heated 
air is passed. The warm air 
tapidly evaporates the water 
from these tmy particles and 
carries it away. The dried food 
particles fall to the bottom of 
the chamber and are collected 
as a powder. Air Drying - - 
By this process foods are dried 
by being exposed to a current 
of warm dry air at atmospheric 
pressure. The warm air cur- 
rent absorbs the moisture and 
carries it away from the food. 
Vacuum Drying - - Vacuum 
drying is similar to air drying 
except that it takes place in a 
closed chamber under vacuum. 
This permits the drying to be 
done at lower temperatures, 
thus protecting heat-sensitive 


isms, 


Salting 
Salting is another method 


of preserving food. Commer- 
cially, it has been a useful ac- 
cessory to drying, Salt has the 
ability to inhibit the-growth of 


certain food spoilage organ- 
By saturating the resi- 
dual moisture it limits the 
moisture available to the spoil- 
age organisms. The major dis- 
advantage in the use of salt as 
a preservative is that it may 
render the food less palatable. 
Smoking 
This practice of preservation 
traditionally has been confined 
largely to fish and meat. Act- 
ually, its efficiency depends 
partly upon the drying which 
accompanies it and partly upon 
compounds that result from 
the smoke. 
Pickling 

This is a fermentation process 
resulting in the production of 
an acid. When the acid reach- 
es a certain strength, it serves 
as a preservative. Pickling is 
frequently used in combina- 
tion with salting, It permits 
the keeping of foods for con-} 


|siderable periods of time. 


Canning 


heat can be used to kill spoil- 
age organisms jush as she does 
when she sterilizes water or 
the baby’s bottles by boiling. 
This is the principle on which 
canning is based. Sterilization 
by heat, after the food has 
been canned, inactivates spoil- 


jage organisms and enzymes 


which otherwise would event- 
ually destroy the food. The 
hermetically sealed can pro- 
tects the food from contamina- 
tion by other organisms. Can- 
ning is one of the newest, best 
and most widely used methods 
of food preservation. 
Low Temperature 

Preservation 
This method affords a means 
of preserving food for a reason- 
ably long period of time. 
was used by the Eskimos,

Most organisms which shorten 
the life of food are rendered 
incapable or growth when the 
food is frozen.

THERE SHOULD BE NO OBJECTION ..... 


Councillor Joseph Hutton was given ‘the run 
around’ this week when he enquired about the salary 
being paid Lindsay’s new industrial commissioner. Tt 
was suggested that he attend some of the industrial 
commission meetings if he wished to learn about these 
matters. We believe Mr. Hutton, like any other citizen, 
has the right to know what any public official is paid 
and there should be no objection to disclosing it. 

While the newly-formed industrial commission has 
been remoyed from the direct control of council, it is 
still the taxpayers of Lindsay who are paying for its 
operation. It is, therefore, public business. 
Apprehension Shrowds Strike ; 

Apprehension shrowds the present teamsters strike 
which is haying its effect on Lindsay. The apprehen- 
sion exists because of the violence which flared up 
during the Quebec phase of the strike., 

It is these incidents of lawlessness which cause 
concern among people who are union supporters. They 
are concerned, because they are certain that such de- 
yelopments will, if pursued, bring about the downfall of 
union effectiveness.. People generally do not like 
violence and lawlessness cannot be encouraged. 

An indication of how widespread this apprehension 
is came to light Friday afternoon when a non-striking 
trucker was loading a shipment of goods at a local plant. 
Police were called to the scene, but, fortunately, nothing 
happened. The driver of the truck had a talk with un- 
jon men and went back to his truck. As he pulled out of 
the yard, the union men waved him on. But the fear 
had been there nevertheless.. 


THE TRUTH BEGINS TO EMERCGE..... 


The truth about the devaluation of the Canadian 
dollar is at last beginning to emerge and it doesn’t sub- 
stantiate the ‘bonanza’ claim which some politicians 
haye made it out to be. On the contrary, it apparently 
indicates what most people have suspected, that the coun- 
ry is in poor shape economically. At the moment there 
doesn’t seem to be much hope for an improvement if 
present administrative policies are pursued... In a 
nutshell, overspending. 

Despite all the hullabaloo about the benefits to ac- 
crue from the dollar devaluation as a result of increased 
tourist business, there has been an uneasiness about the 
development in the minds of Canadians generally. 
While they perhaps didn’t understand the economic fac- 
tors underlying the desperate move by Finance Minist- 
er Fleming, they bad a sneaking suspicion that all was 
not well. Day by day revelations have shown that their 
suspicions were not unfounded; more evidence of the 
country’s present shaky economic condition will no 
doubt come to light as time passes and those who don’t 
mind calling ‘a spade a spade’, speak out. 

The trend of affairs has been obvious to some 
people for quite a while. One of the indications of a de- 
clining economy came several months ago when Can- 
adians in insurable employment were asked to make 
higher weekly contributions to bolster a fund which 
was being rapidly depleted by unemployment. 

The time has arrived to remove the veil of politi- 
cal expediency and take a look at the facts of our na- 
tional plight. We may not like what we see but at least 
we won't be stumbling along under a relusion of suc- 
cess when in reality we are heading for failure, 


CHINESE COLD WATER... 


It took a thoughtful spokesman for one of Cana- 
da’s Chinese colonies to throw the proverbial cold wat- 
er on the government’s decision to throw open Can- 
ada’s doors to a 100 or so Chinese families caught in 
the Hong Kong refugee jam. 

Appearing on a television network this week, the 
spokesman for the Chinese, said he thought the plan 
was very short-sighted and overlooked an important 
fact, He noted that there are hundreds of Chinese 
living in Canada who haye families living in Hong Kong 
who cannot be re-united because of existing immigra- 
tion laws. The spokesman went on to say that he and 
many of his compatriots felt it would be better if those 
already having family ties in Canada be allowed to 
emigrate rather than just bring in whole new families, 

This seemed like a reasonable suggestion to yiewers 
and no doubt many of us would feel the same way if 
we were stuck in Hong Kong and the authorities decided 
to admit a 100 Canadian families at the same time not 
allowing us to bring over our wives and families. 

Quite frankly opening the doors to 100 Chinese fam- 
ilies from the Hong Kong area would have about the 
same effect on the refugee problem there as a mosquito 
bit would have on an elephant.

IT HAD TO HAPPEN... 

Tt had to happen ... at least the odds seemed to be 
in favor of it... and it did. Two vehicles—a taxi and 
a private car—slammed into each other at the corner of 
Peel and Cambridge Sts 

Vision at the intersection is extremely poor for 
vehicles attempting to cross Cambridge St. from the 
west on Peel. True, the approach to Cambridge St. 
is clearly Indicated as a ‘stop street’ but even after 
stopping, vision is obscured by vehicles parked on the 
west side of Cambridge St. In order to cross safely, it 

is virtually necessary to stop twice—once at the ap- 

proach to the intersection and again when the motorist 
has nosed ahead enough to see around the parked 
vehicles, 

The old days when prohibiting parking within 
20 or 80 feet of an intersection is adequate have 
passed. The ‘no parking’ zone at approaches to inter- 
sections will have to be greatly extended in the interests 
of safety. The closer parking proximity to corners 
was alright when vehicles were only moving 15 or 20 
miles per hour... Not many drive that slowly now.

A WORLD RESPONSIBILITY 

The problem of the Chinese refugees in Hong Kong 
is a fragment of a vastly larger problem — over-popu- 
lation — which afflicts most of Asia. This is What Rabbi 
W. Gunther Plaut of Holy Blossom Temple did not take 
into consideration when he attacked Canadians as immoral 
for living in an empty land while millions suffer in over- 
crowded Hong Kong, and described Prime Minister John 
Diefenbaker’s offer to admit 100 reguee families as 
paltry. 

Mr. Diefenbaker’s offer was in the nature of a gesture 
made in the hope that it would elicit a response from 
other countries. It was not the agreed position of the 
Government, produced after consultation — that must 
come later — and Canada, in any case cannot alone handle 
the Hong Kong refugees. Basically they are a United 
Nations problem, in which the British Commonwealth has 
some special responsibility, and it can be dealt with ad- 
equately only after there has been world appraisal of the 
situation. 

Hong Kong is overcrowded with Chinese refugees. It 
is probably true that for their own happiness and 
prosperity it would be better to relocate these people in 
Asia. But where in Asia? The Chinese mainland from 
which they fled faces a tremendous population growth; 
so does most of the rest of Asia. Japan is bursting at 
the seams. The Asian world cannot be indefinitely iso- 
lated, cannot be forever compelled to keep its surging 
population at home. Room must be found for them. 

There is no denying that Canada and other Western 
nations have indulged in both discriminatory legislation 
and discriminatory attitudes toward. the Chinese. In 75 
years’ experience with Chinese settlers, however, we have 
had no proof that they make less desirable citizens than 
anybody else. In many respects, indeed, they have shown 
themselves willing to provide services which others have 
been unable or unwilling to provide. 

Under the pressure of public opinion Canada took 
the lead in the Hungarian crisis, and proportionately did 
more than any other country to aid the refugees from 
that revolution-torn land. Canada could offer a similar 
lead with regardlead with regard to the Hong Kong refu- 
gees, and with Mr. Diefenbaker’s gesture has begun to do 
so. What other countries have followed that lead? 
President John F, Kennedy, too, has made a gesture, but 
the rest of the world is still silent. 

The masses of Asia are a world responsibility. The 
world will have to re-examine its attitudes to Asian immi- 
grants, and work out a way to share that responsibility.

CARE IN PLANTING 
AIDS STRAWBERRY 

There is nothing like a’ nice 
dish of strawberries on a hot 
summer day, and the fresher 
they are, the better their fla- 
vor. They are at the peak of 
perfection just after they are 
picked, so why not have your 
own strawberry patch right in 
the garden? Here are a few 
tips from horticulturists with 
the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture on how to go 
about it. 

You should get your plants 
into the ground as soon as pos- 
sible, especially this year with 
early spring. If you haven't al- 
ready ordered them, do so 
right away. 

Strawberries like a vell- 
drained soil with lots of nu- 
trients, so start by adding 144 
Ibs. of a complete fertilizer per 
100 square feet of soil. Scatter 
it evenly and work in well to 
make a good loose bed for 
planting. 

If you get your plants be 


fore the ground is ready, be, 


sure to store them at about 
32°F., and don’t let the roots 
dry out. If the plants are kept 
for any length of time at room 
temperature, they will heat, 
with subsequent killing of the 
roots and rotting of the crown. 

Before you start planting, 
cut off the dead leaves and 
runners, and trim the roots. 


To do this, gather the root to- 


gether in one hand and cut off 
the straggly tips with a sharp 
knife. This makes planting 
much easier, and-rather than 
hurting the plant, it helps them 
to become established. 

While you are handling the 
plants for trimming or when 
actually planting, it is absolu- 
tely essential that you do not 
let the roots dry out. If they 
look as if they are getting dry, 
dip the roots in a bucket of 
water. 

Tf you get plants from a 
friend or from another bed in 
your own garden, select those 
that have a well-developed 
crown and an abundant white 
root system. Avoid plants 
with blackened roots or crown. 

When planting, you have 
the choice of the “matted row” 
or the hill system which js use- 
ful for the varieties which do 
not produce good runners. 

For the first system, set the 
plants 18 to 24 inches apart 
in rows that are 3 to 4 feet 
apart. Let the runners develop 
to fill out the row. 

For the “hill” system, set the 
plants 12 inches apart in the 
row, spacing 2 to 3 rows 15 to 
18 inches apart. Then leave 
30 inches between this group 
and the next row. You should 
remove all runners as they 
develop during the growing 
season if you use the hill sy- 
stem. 

When planting the plants in 
the ground, make sure that the 
mid-point of the crown is level 
with the soil surface. Buried 
crowns will smother and rot; 
crowns that are too high will 
often dry out. 

Don’t forget that you are 
planting for your main crop 
next summer, so for the best 
results remove the flower 
clusters this summer. This al- 
lows the plants to put their full 
growth into plant production, | 
and will pay dividends next 
year. 

Strawberries are shallow- 
rooted, so try fo keep weeds 
to a minimum, as they will 
shade your plants and rob 
them of moisture and nu- 
trients.

Brush the out- 
side with melted butter and 
roll in grated cheese. Broil 
in a 350°F. oven until cheese 
melts. Serve hot. 
Open Face Cheese and Bacon 
Burgers: Grate cheddar cheese 
and moisten with salad dress- 
ing, or use cream cheese, 
moistened, Spread on ham- 
burger bun halves. Lay thin 
slices of bacon on top and 
bake for 8 to 10 minutes in a 
broiler or hot oven, Remove 
and garnish with a liftle catsup 
or chili sauce. Serve hot with 
pickles.

Defends devaluation 
to 800 followers 


Orillia (May 31) — Over 800 
enthusiastic Progressive Con- 
servatives from the East Sim- 
coe Riding jam-packed the Or- 
illia Community Centre to hear 
Trade Minister George Hees. 
Mr. Hees, berating the Liber- 
als for their “tight money” po- 
licy, spoke for 30 minutes. 

He was introduced byy Clay- 
ton Hodgson, MP for Victoria- 
Haliburton — North Ontario. 
Describing Hees as the “great- 
est salesman Canada ever had” 
Mr. Hodgson went on to speak 
on the progress being made 
on the Trent Canada system 
under the Conservative rule. 

In his opening remarks Mr. 
Hees described Dr. P.B. Ry- 
nard candidate for Simcoe East 
in the June 18 elections, as 
“great man”. He had been in- 
strumental, said the speaker, 
in bringing about the change- 
over in the two marine rail- 
ways, Big Shute and Swift Rap- 
ids. The $5,000,000 project 
was now well under way after 
50 or 60 years of effort. 

On the national front, Mr. 
Hees said the “tight money” 


policy of the last Liberal go- 
vernment had resulted in seri- 
ous unemployment. On the 
other hand, the Conservatives 
had introduced the Small Busi- 
nessman’s Loan and the Farm 
Credit Corporation both sy- 
stems aimed at the expansion 
of premises and production. 
Economic Decline 

He described the situation 
when the Conservatives took 
over in 1957 as a “well launch- 
ed recession.” To stop the 
economic decline hundreds of 
millions of dollars had been 
poured into the housing in- 
dustry in Canada. 

Speaking on the devalua- 
tion of the dollar, Mr. Hees said 
the move was made to stimu- 
late export sales and encour- 
age many more thousands of 
tourists to come to Canada. He 
branded as “an absolute lie” 
the Liberal claim that the cost 
of living had risen to any great 
extent owing to the devalua- 
tion of the dollar. 

“Between 1947 and °57”, 
said the speaker, “the cost of 


they're moaning about devalu- 
ation’. 

“The people most affected 
by this devaluation,’ he con- 
tinued, ‘“‘are the man who must 
have a big American car or his 
wife who insists on a dress 
from a New York fashion. 
house. They must both learn 
to buy Canadian products.” 


“Plan For Prosperity” 

Liberal Leader Lester Pear- 
son’s proposed “Plan for Pros: 
perity” next came in for men- 
tion by Mr. Hees, The plan 
would include Great Britain 
and the United States. Taking 
the U.S. as an example he ex- 
plained that it had a gross na- 
tional product 15 times larger 
than the Canadian market. 
Therefore, if Canada were an 
a free trade basis with the U.S. 
as the Liberals propose, the 
U.S. would simply increase 
production runs by an addi- 
tional one fifteenth. These ex-

Challenges capacity audience 
to join Liberal resurgence 


Onfario Liberal Leader John 
Wintermeyer challenged a 
capacity dinner audience at 
Owaissa Lodge to “participate! 
In the Liberal resurgence” by 
electing a Liberal Government 
on June 18th. and specifically 
by electing Frink Welch in 
Victoria riding.

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Sees danger 
in climbing 
deficits 


An Alberta mayor has thrown 
his hat into the ring to create 
a four-way contest for the fed- 
er seat in this riding. Mayor 
A.B. (Al) Hancock of Ray- 
mond, Alberta, got the nod at 
Thursday night's Social Credit 
party nomination meeting held 
at the Legion Hall, Lindsay.

Two new charges are in 
prospect for the people of 
Lindsay. 

Water rates will be in- 
creased 25% to help defray 
the costs of the proposed new 
sewage disposal plant. Lind- 
say’s mill rate will also be in- 
creased .389 mills to provide 
the balance needed for this 
total estimated outlay of 
$320,000. 

Reason for putting this in- 
crease on the water rate, 
Mayor Holtom explained, was 
that those people who do not 
have sewer connections do 
not have to pay. 

Two bylaws sanctioning 
the above provisions for pay- 
ment of the proposed sewage 
disposal unit were given two 
readings Monday by Finance 
Chairman, Russell Taylor. 
One dealt with imposing new | 
sewage water rates; the oth- 
er sewage serVice rates. 

This came after Council 
had sanctioned in its third 
reading the agreement with 
the Ontario Water Resources 
Commission re the proposed | 
sewage disposal plant. (This

Mayor Holtom, “It would 
appear many municipalities 
are paying for their sewage 
disposal in this way— those 
who do not use it are not as- 
sessed for it.” 

At the recent Mayors and 
Reeves convention, this meth- 
od of instituting sewage water 
rates and sewage service 
rates, on the tax basis, was 
advocated. 

Finance Chairman Taylor 
explained the two charges as 
separate, the first to increase 
water rates would raise $26,- 
774.. The second, on the tax 
rate, would be necessary to 
raise the balance of funds 
necessary to defray the cost 
of the sewage disposal unit. 

Councillor DeGroat, “We 
all realize we have to have 
time to pay for this needed 
expenditure and I approve of 
this: sewage service rate in 
the second reading of the by- 
law.

MARINE PAINTS 
FOR BEST RESULTS 

A trailboatman of my ac- 
quaintance recently had his 
outboard utility and trailer 
sprayed to match the distinc- 
tive metalic finish of his auto- 
mobile. He bought the paint 
from the service department 
of the auto dealer who had sold 
him his car. The paint he se- 
lected was more expensive 
than marine finishes available 
from any one of a half a dozen 
reputable marine manufactur- 
ers. At first he was delighted 
with the matching appearance 
of trailer, car and boat, but 
within two weeks his pleasure 
turned to dismay. The auto- 
motive finish on the boat be- 
gan to crack badly and small 
sections here and there chip-} 
ped away to reveal the con- 
trasting color below, |

GALL BLADDER PROBLEM 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Please 
give me some much needed 
advice, I have always taken 
my doctor's word as law, but 
this time I’m so confused and 
undecided I don’t know where 
to turn. 

IT was advised to have a gall 
bladder operation by an in- 
ternist in this city. At my 
request he sent the X rays 
to our family doctor in 
Georgia, who is also an in- 
ternist. I received a nice letter 
from him saying that I have 
“multiple small stones”; and 
although it isn’t an emergency 
I should have the gall bladder’ 
removed soon. He wrote that 
if one of the small stones 
should become lodged in a 
duct, it would turn out to be 
an emergency operation. 

I have had five attacks of 
gall bladder colic in the past 
two years. Two different doc- 
tors diagnosed (without X 
rays) my trouble as nerves. 
The reason for so many doc- 
tors is that my husband's job 


causes us to pick up and move 
often. | 

The last real attack I had) 
was four months ago. I 
simply don’t feel like I need} 
an operation. Except for these| 
rare attacks I feel wonderful. | 


Could a mistake have been| 


made in the X-ray lab? To 
your knowledge has anyone 
been able to get rid of small 
gall bladder stones by dis- 
solving them? Should I have 
more X rays taken? I will ap 


preciate and follow your 
advice to the letter. - - Mrs. 
W. 

Comment: Readers of this 


column jwill recall that I am 
quite conservative about ad- 
vising operation in all cases of 
gall bladder trouble. When 
stones have been lying there, 
minding their own business 
and causing no distress, I often 
advise the patient to wait and 
see what happens. Many go 
through life without needing 
an operation. 


However, Mrs. W., in cases 
such as yours. I usually make 
a right-about-face and advise 
that surgery makes better 
sense than waiting and hoping 
the gall bladder will continue 
to behave. 

I know of no medicine that 
will dissolve stones. With your 
history of repeated attacks of

TENTH PREGNANCY 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: This is 
my tenth pregnancy and I fear 
and dread each one more all 
the time. Is this natural? I’m 
48 years old and wonder if age 
makes for more difficult deli- 
very. I have been having 
heartburn. Will taking medi- 
cine be harmful to the baby?— 
Mrs. D. 

Comment: Most of the car- 
toons I see of soon-to-be fathers 
by the waiting room show the 
“firster” scared to death being 
comforted by the father of 
many children saying, “There’s 
nothing to it.” 

But it’s the wives who are on 
the firing line. There’s always 
“something to it” as far as they 
are concerned. So it is with 
you, Mrs. D. Id say you're 
getting tired-and you have 
good reason to be. 

One thing you have to be 
thankful for is that soon nature 
will take care of your anxi- 
eties. After all, there will soon 
be a limit to how many babies 
you can have. So cheer up. 
As for the heartburn the usual 
simple remedies for this com- 
plaint pose no problem for the 
unborn child.

LOW BLOOD SUGAR 
Dear Dr. Steincrohn: 


QUR BOARDING HOUSE

you tell me what is meant by 
low blood sugar? Can it be 
detected in the urine?—Mrs, B. 
Comment: Urine tests will 
show only a negative sugar 
test. Your doctor will send 
your blood to a laboratory to 
determine if the blood sugar 
|reading falls between the nor- 
mal of 70-120. Sometimes we 
don’t know the cause of low 
blood sugar (hypoglycemia). At 
others, the trouble is a tumor 
in the pancreas which secretes 
too much insulin. (Only cure 
here is operation.) 

Tf the cause is unknown, and 
the blood sugar (fasting) falls 
much below 70 milligrams per 
100 ce of blood, patients com- 
plain of weakness, trembling, 
nervousness. As the sugar 
falls lower and lower the pa- 
tient may have convulsions and 
unconsciousness. In such 
cases giving concentrated su- 
gar into the vein is a life-sav- 
ing measure. In chronic cases 
of hypoglyemia, a diet high in 
protein( not in sugars) will of- 
|ten help the patient.

HIVES CAN BE A PROBLEM 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My 
husband suffers from hives. 
They swell up so big now they 
seem fo be in his hair and he 
scratches until he has sores. 
At first they were only on his 
face and arms. He uses bicarb 
applications, but they don’t 
seem to help. - - Mrs. W. 

Comment: Finding the cause 
of hives is the important

thing. For example, if they 
are due to some food recently 
eaten, a good dose of castor 
oil or salts will usually clear 
up the condition. 

But hives are usually more 
stubborn than that. Chronic 
urticaria (hives) is offen a 
diagnostic problem. We look 
for the following possible 
causes: pollens and perfumes, 
bacterial infection, drugs (like 
penicillin, liver extracts, ser- 
ums, vaccines, vitamins, in 
sulin, etc.), food allergies, 
such diseases as Hodgkins or 
chronic blood conditions due 
to other serious illness. 

Once we find fhe culprit, 
hives become less a problem. 
But oh, how stubborn it can be 
under any condition. I have 
seen it last for months. Pa- 
tients can’t sleep, work or 
relax. In fact, sometimes when 
we can’t find a physical «ause 
we consider the possibility of 
emotional factors. Many’s the 
case of hives that has been 
caused by frustration and 
resentment. In such cases, 
sedatives and tranquilizers of- 
ten help get the patient over 
his emotional involvement. 
Drugs like epinephrine help 
abort the acute attack. Some- 
times histamine, cortisone and 
ACTH help.

Dear Dr. Steinerohn: My 
husband is a worrywart, He’s 
a perfect example of a person 
who “lives scared.” I tell him 
to stop worrying. He tries, but 
it does no good. He gets over 
one fear and then he finds 
something else to worry Over. 
Otherwise he’s perfectly heal- 
thy, so he won't go to a doctor 
to find out “vas is los” with 
him, May I hear your com- 
ments? - - Mrs. D. (which could 
also stand for Distracted 
Wife). 

Comment:. Fear is a pecu- 
liar thing. You find it every- 
where. That’s why the suffer- 
er deserves sympathy instead 
of jibes. As you are his wife 
he probably turns to you as a 
last resort. He confides his 
fears in you, but probably 
stomps down on them while 
he is at business while trying 
to earn a living under great 
anxiety pressures. 

I have known football stars 


who were afraid of a scratch:| 


T recall a champion boxer 
whom you couldn’t get into 
an elevator for any amount of 
money. 

Fears - - phobias - - worries: 
to some degree each one of 


apparently healthy persons 
suddenly have an attack of 
acute anxiety (it seems to 
come from nowhere) and for 
many years later they are so 
anxious and scared that they 
can’t even summon up enough 
courage to go to church or sit 
in a movie. Chronic fear has 
taken over. 

Now, worry is a form of 
chronic anxiety state. You 
find it in many forms. For 
example, there’s the million- 
aire who is in daily fear that 
he will become poor. There’s 
the respected president of a 
large organization who is in 
constant fear that he will lose 
his job. There’s the man who 
worries about the health of 
himself and his family when 
all are well. In other words, 
he reasons “things are too 
good, something bad is ‘bound 
to happen.” There’s the man 
who has an occasional heart 
skip and is sure he is going 
to die soon of heart trouble. 
There’s the one who is always 
worried about having cancer. 

And so it goes, Mrs. Dis- 
tracted.

SNAKE BITE 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I sup- 
pose very few of your readers 
will be interested in my pro- 
blem. But I’m going into snake 
country and Im scared already. 
Any suggestions will be wel- 
come,—Mr. W. 

Comment: Many who have 
been bitten by a snake will at- 
test to the fact that you don’t 
have to be in “snake country” 
to be exposed to this danger. 
It can happen anywhere, One 
man, driving along a highway, 
hit a snake. In some miracu- 
lous manner, it was thrown 
back at the driver, bit him on 
the hand, and then it twisted 
out of the car. 

Fortunately, he had the 
courage and good sense to ap- 
ply a handkerchief as a tourni- 
quet, make an incision in the 
wound and suck out poison. 
within minutes he drove to a 
nearby hospital. They gave 
him mantiven and he recover- 
ed. 

One estimate is that 2500- 
3000 people in the U.S.A. suf- 
fer snake bites annually. One 
out of 10 to about 3 out of 
every 10 die. The greatest in- 
cidence of bites is during 
spring or summer, when 
snakes come out of hibernation 


noon are favored times for 
biting. 

Now, the main aims of treat- 
ment of snake bite are to pre- 
vent as much absorption as 
possible of the snake venom; 
and to give something to neu- 
tralize the poison already ab- 
sorbed, 

For your peace of mind, Mr. 
W., have your doctor teach you 
how to make an incision( not 
actually, but to go through the 
motions anid equip you with a 
suitable knife)—also, how to ap- 
|ply suction to the wound 
(whether by mouth or instru- 
ment,)—and how to use a tour- 
niquet. Also — and this is 
most important-put in a sup- 
ply of polyvalent anti-venin, 
This is a horse serum antitoxin 
which remains stable( and use- 
ful) for at least five years when 
kept at room temperature. 
Your doctor will tell you how 
to adminsiter it, and how many 
ampoules you will need to 
neutralize the snake bite, Of 
course, if there is time, it’s 
best to get to a hospital for 
treatment. 

| Knowing these basic facts, 
Mr. W., I think you will enter 
your “snake country’ with 
|greater confidence and less 
fear--and probably leave unbit-

Airport services lease 
approved by Lindsay 


A professional engineer 
has been given the go ahead 
to provide services at the 
Lindsay Airport. 

Lindsay’s Council gave ap- 
proval Monday night to lease 
agreement for providing ser- 
vices to the airport, 

The lease agreement read 
by Deputy-reeve George Fin- 
ney was signed by Leonard 
Karpenko, Lindsay profes- 
sional engineer, as a trustee 
for a company to be known 
as Lindsay Airport Services. 

These services, Mr. Finney 
pointed out, would include 
those for air and highway 


traffic and restaurant in con- 
nection with the airport. 

Discussion centred around 
the fact that Lindsay supply 
hydro to the airport site, 
whether from Lindsay or 
Fenelon Hydro Systems as 
this property is in Ops Town- 
ship. : 

Said Councillor DeGroat 
“My understanding is that 
the airport will go ahead to be 
self-sustaining. No matter 
how the hydro is put in, it is 
an expenditure for the town 
for which I would like to see 
some reimbursement. 

This reimbursement might 
be only to the tenants of the 
property over which the lines 
run, 

Airport Committee Chair- 
man George Finney: “TI think 
this Hydro installation is go- 
ing to be a contract between

In 
case you are not familiar with 
these symptoms, here they 
are: 


Nitrogen - Yellow stunted ‘ 


leaves. 

Phosphorus - Greyish-green’ 
' leaves, with purplish under- 

sides. 

Potassium 

turn brown. 

Iron - Leayes become yel- 

lowish, and veins stand out. 

To make up nitrogen, phos- 
phorus and potassium deficien- 
cies, try one of the commercial 
fertilizer mixtures such as 
5- 10-5, 5-10-10, 5-10-15, 
etc. and pick the one to suit 
your specific needs. Remem- 
ber that the grade notes the 
percentage of nitrogen, phos- 
phorus, and potassium, respec- 
tively. 

Apply the fertilizer at the 
rate of a heaping tablespoon- 
ful for each plant, work it into 
the soil, and follow up with a 
light watering. Make the first 
application when the new 
growth is well under way. 
Repeat several times through- 
out the growing season. 

If your roses show definite 
signs of iron deficiency, spray 
the foliage with ferrous sul- 
phate solution (1 ounce per 2 
gallons of water).

The first half leader and 
favorite, polesitter Dan Gurney 
of Riverside, California, was 
forced to drop out after 125 
miles when his Lotus 19 blew a 
gasket and begon overheating. 

Second place and 15-hundred 
went to Roger Penske, Glad- 
wyne, Penn.,, who finished one- 
minute, 43-seconds behind 
Gregory. The 1961 U-S Na- 
tional champion, driving 4 
Cooper-Monaco, was 3rd in the 
first heat and second on the fi- 
nal 100 miles. 

Bob Holbert, Warrington, 
Pennsylvania, was third overall 
with Toronto’s Francis Bradley 
(Lotus 19) fourth and top Ca- 
nadian. Bradley, who drives a 
city bus for a living, picked up 
eight points toward the Cana- 
jdian Driving Championship. 

Gurney’s- withdrawal-from 
the race ended a fierce leader- 
ship battle between himself 
and Gregory.

JUST FOR WAILS? d 5 
It is getting on for a month now since an air raid 


warning device was installed on William St. north and 
no one in official circles seems to know a great deal 
about it, much less the general public. 

In the interval since it was erected, the siren has 
let out a couple of brief wails, probably to ensure that 
it was working. Surprisingly enough, the latest wail 
wasn't audible at all in a nearby downtown office. 
Perhaps it was because the siren wasn’t operated at 
full blast but if this were not the reason, and if the siren 
cannot be heard in buildings all over town, what earthly 
use would it be in an emergency, 

If this device is to serve any useful purpose, isn’t 
it time the public was fully acquainted with its function? 


WHATEVER BECAME OF THE RIGHT 
TO VOTE ON MONEY BYLAWS? 

Whatever became of the right of ratepayers in 
Lindsay to yote on money bylaws? 

An unusual situation is developing in Lindsay 
these days in that expenditures of sizeable sums of mon- 
ey for various projects is whipping through council 
without so much as ‘by your leave’ from the ratepayers. 

In the last few months, for example, an airstrip 
has been bought (around $15,000 for a starter) ; a $50,- 
000 expenditure for a five-year arena renovation pro- 
gram has been approved; a new sewage treatment 
system at a cost of over $300,000 has been given coun- 
cil’s blessing and around $8,000 allocated to keep the 
newly-formed industrial commission functioning. 
There may be some other things which have escaped 
our attention but the examples are sufficient to indicate 
that expenditures are being made which, in recallable 


days, would not have been approved without a vote of the 


ratepayers. (The last time they voted on matters of 
this nature was when they approved a maximum bus 
line subsidy. 

While the industrial commission was formed and its 
budget approved without batting an eye, most of us can 
remember what a struggle it was to get a parks com- 
Mission approved here and the stringency with which 
its budget is controlled. 

We do not question the progressive intent under- 
lying the steps which have been taken but we do feel 
the time has come for the people to regain control over 
the spending of their money and sums which require 
passage of a money bylaw should be subject to a vote 
of the people unless good cause can be shown. why 
it shouldn't. 


WHILE MUCH OF THE CAMPAIGN 
HAS BEEN DEVOTED TO UNEMPLOYMENT...... 
While much of the current election campaign 
crossfire has been devoted to unemployment, we do 
not believe the figures being used in connection with 
jobless people are any too revealing. For example: 
When any branch of the National Employment Service 
releases jobless figures, they only pertain to those Teg- 
istered for work at that time ... There may still be lots 
of people out of jobs who have used up their benefits and 
are no longer registered for work. On the other hand, 
and this is something which is undoubtedly Jost sight 
of in the mass of statistical data, there are undoubtedly 
hundreds of people registered for work who could hardly 
be classified as truly unemployed. We refer to those 
people who have held jobs while at the same time en- 
gaging in another more or less active pursuit such as 
farming. When the job petered out, they applied for 
benefits and promptly resumed their mainstay activity. 
Many of these people will take a job under certain con- 
ditions, otherwise they will use up their benefits and 


that’s it. In the meantime, however, they show as 
unemployed people. You must be registered to draw 
benefits. 


At best, jobless figures are statistics which bear an- 
alyzing before jumping to conclusions, 
of the unemployment situation in Canada would prob- 
ably reflect an entirely different picture than that pre- 
sened on the surface. We believe such an analysis 
should be taken as a first step in determining what 
should be done to maintain maximum employment. 


“REMEMBER THE OLD CHESTNUT” 

Next to unemployment, or should we Say together 
with unemployment, the “pegged” Canadian dollar has 
stood out like a red vest at a funeral in the current 
federal election camparmn. Of the two, the “pegged” 
dollar has probably proven the most confusing ... All 
™most people knew about the dollar up until this latest 
development was that it didn't seem to go very far and 
went there very fast. 

The Ontario Federation of Agriculture, in a recent 
bulletin on the subject of the “pegged” dollar, has done 
about the best job of any in clarifying what the new dol- 
lar means. Its explanation of the effects of pegging 
the dollar on the farming industry may be said to apply 
generally. Here is what the federation has to Bay: 

“The widely publicized action by Finance Minister 
Fleming of “pegging” the value of the Canadian dollar 
at 92,5 cents (U.S.) has been one of the most bandied 
about subjects during this election campaign. The 
move will have some effects on Canadian agriculture, 
and it depends entirely upon whether you are an export- 
er of either products or services. If you rely on equip- 
ment or material normally imported from the U.S. you'll 
be paying more for them under this new exchange rate, 
If you travel] in the U.S, you'll find your dol}lar less elastic 
than before, 

“But on the other hand if you are one of the pro- 
ducers of materials, goods and services being exported 
to our good neighbour you stand to benefit from the 
move, In this respect perhaps the greatest benefits will 
accrue to the western Canadian wheat farmer who will 
sée his wheat prices climb, Shortly after the pegging of 
the dollar, the Canadian Wheat Board raised the price 
all grades of wheat by 6 cents per bushel, This move 
also means that Canadian Wheat sold under the recently 
negotiated International Wheat Agreement will be worth- 
another 13 cents a bushel for the Canadian producer,

NEW TYPE SCAFFOLDING 

On a building site in Britain two labourers recently 
demonstrated the advantages of a new type of scaffold-- 
ing called the ‘Kwikstage’ by erecting a length of elghty 
feet and a height of twenty feet In only five hours, It 
was the first day that the workmen had handled the type 
of scaffolding, which is made in Birmingham, ; 

Reporting in the BBC General Overseas Service pro- 


gramme ‘New Ideas’, Michael Jacobson said that ‘Kwik- 


stage’ scaffolding was so simple that {t could easily be 
erected or dismantled by unskilled labour, “There are 
no loose fittings,” he explained, “and the only tool 
needed is a hammer. The scaffolding is freestanding 
and conissts of four basic components—the standard, 
transom, guard rail and scaffold batten. These inter- 
lock with each other in such a way that gravity holds 
them firm. The only fixing device is a captive wedge, 
though the standard also has a spigot connection for 
extra safety. : 

“Another time-saver {s that the battens are one 
fixed length—eight feet long and 2 inches thick. This 
obviates the present tedious business of having to sort 
out board and setting. In fact, erection is in standard 
bays of 8 foot length. Hach bay ts virtually an inde- 
pendent tower, coupled to the next tour merely by the 
insertion of a guard rail ledger. Yet the heaviest of 
the components weighs only 88 pounds, and the longest, 
the brace, is only 12 feet. This is clearly much easier 
to handle when working at heights than the usual 20- 
foot lengths and loose fittings.” 

‘Kwikstage’ could be used for multi-storey build- 
ings, ordinary houses, internal or external work, and as 
a mobile tower, said Jacobson. Though it cost 25 per 
cent more than ordinary scaffolding, the makers claimed 
that the saving in cost of labour and loss of loose parts 
soon recovered the difference. —BBC London Letter. 


BEES GUIDED BY OWN SCENT 

A question that has baffled scientists for years— 
how scout bees guide their colonies to new feeding 
grounds—has been solved by two Canada Department 
of Agriculture researchers. 

The bees, they discovered, mark their find by a 
special scent. 

In a paper delivered to the annual meeting of the 
Chemical Institute of Canada at Edmonton, Dr, Shear- 
er said the discovery may lead to more efficient use of 
bees for pollinating fruit trees and seed crops. 

The means by which bees “‘tell each other” of new 
sources of nectar and pollen has intrigued biologists for 
centuries and has recently become the subject of inten- 
sive studies throughout the world. 

When scout bees discover a new feeding ground 
they become excited and emit some of their scent. On 
returning to their hive, they go into a dance by which 
Many more bees are recruited for the newly discovered 
feeding ground, Bees at the hive entrance emit the 
scent to orient homecoming bees and attract stray 
bees. : 

After dancing in the hive the scout bees return to 
the new feeding ground, where they omit more scent on 
the nectar-producing flowers and other sources of food. 
This attracts the recruits and gradually may establish 
the flightway for the entire colony. When the nectar 
becomes scarce the bees stop omitting the scent and 
the site loses its attracion 0 newcomers. The worker 
bees produce he scent in a special organ near the tip of 
the abdomen, It is a gland-lined skin pocket that can 
be everted to release the scent. The bee helps to dis- 
perse the scent by elevating its abdomen and fanning 
rapidly with its wings, 

The main component of the scent was identified 
as geraniol by means of highly sensitive gas chroma- 
tography equipment and infrared spectrophotometry, 
Geraniol is an unsaturated alcohol that is used indust- 
rially in the production of perfumes. It has a fruity 
lemon-like odour not unlike quince fruit or the crush- 
ed leaves of lemon balm.

A MEDICAL REVOLUTION 

A medical revolution during the last 30 years has 
resulted in increasing the life span in Canada by ten 
years, Frank Hogg, local representative of Smith Kline 
& French, Montreal pharmaceutical firm, declares. 

Mr, Hogg, who addressed a meeting of the Rotary 
Club at Lindsay, cited the role of the pharmaceutical 
industry in this achievement and termed the industry 
today, as “perhaps our most important source of new 
and powerful drugs.” 

“There has been more medical progress in the last 
twenty years than in the preceding twenty centuries,” 
Mr. Hogg sald. Such ‘miracles of modem medicine” 
as the penicillin, the broad-spectrum antibiotics and 
tranquilizers have heen developed. 

The introduction of tranquilizers marked “the be- 
ginning of a dramatic new era in the treatment of ment- 
al illness,” Mr, Hogg said. 

He traced the more than four years of research 
which took place on ‘Stelazine’, a product of his comp- 
any used in a variety of conditions including mental 
illness. He added that the widespread use of tranguil- 
izing drugs “has been a vital factor in turning the tide 
against mental illness.” 

Prior to the introduction of these drugs, more than 
one third of the hospital beds in Canada were occupied 
by mental patients. In the last few years the number 
of patients in mental hospitals has been reduced. To- 
day the depressing mental health picture has changed 
into “one of real progress and hope,” Mr. Hoge said. 

Hach year the North American pharmaceutical in- 
dustry spends $200 million for research to help make 
advances like these possible, Mr, Hogg said. One of 
the major drug firms, Smith Kline & French is spending 
$15 million in 1962 in its search for new drugs, 

Speaking of the cost of drugs, Mr. Hogg said that 
according to the latest survey by the Ontario College 
of Pharmacy, the average prescription today costs 
$3.06, The speaker cited Dominion Bureau of Statist- 
ies figures to show that pharmaceutical products have 
gone up less in the last twelve years than consumer 
prices in general. According to the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, Mr. Hogg said, the index of the total of all 
consumer prices rose to 129.2 but prescription drugs 
only to 102.8. He observed that during the same period

“J saw the truck coming” 
he said, “and tried to get all of 
the cows over to safety, but 
there were still six of them 
on the road when the truck 
hit. I saw four of them go 
down, and the other two stag- 
ger. Two of those that had 
fallen did not get up - - We 
found out later they were kill- 
ed instantly. The other two 
got up but were bleeding bad- 
ly from the udders, and one 
had its horns nearly torn off. 
I managed to get the four of 
them to the barn”. 

Asked about the truck, Mr. 
Naylor said he heard the driver 
apply his brakes and then the 
truck skidded for a long ways 
on the highway. 

Ken Dunstan told “The 
Post” that he had been return- 
ing home from Fenelon Falls, 
and rounding a bend in the| 
road had noticed the cattle at 
an east side gateway prepar- 
ing to cross over. 

“IT slowed down”, he said) 
“and then as they did not seem 
fo move, figured it was O.K.

Edward Island — another Die- 
fenbaker election promise 
which did not materialize. 


t- Farm Problems 


“What of the problems fac- 
ing Agriculture, our biggest 
Canadian industry?”, he asked. 
“We have large quantities of 
high quality products such as 
milk, eggs, hogs and tobacco 
for which there is no sale. 
And yet it is ridiculous to find 
180,000 cases of eggs in one 
month being imported from 
Poland when farmers here are 
only receiving 24 to 25 cents 
per dozen. These imported 
eggs are of inferior quality — 
barnyard eggs — with deep 
orange colored yolks. The 
whites of these eggs are used 
in the manufacture of angel 
cakes here and the yolks ship- 
ped back to Europe to color 
macarom. All this transpires 
while we Canadian farmers are 
required to produce pen-fed 
eggs. But if it is poor quality 
produce the government wants 
give us a chance at less cost 
of production. The Federation 
of Agriculture should give us 
definite informatioin and ad- 
vice as to what is required in 
the future. 

“Mike Pearson, in a survey 
of southern Ontario says that 
many students are undernour- 
ished and the Liberal policy is 
to make good milk available 
where needed in the schools. 
Freer World Trade 

“There should be market 
made available for surpluses 
outside Canada”, the speaker 
Stressed, stating “Canada has 
slipped to eighth place in 
world trade.”

as garden feature 


If you have a few square 
feet in the garden, you can’t 
go wrong putting in some to- 
matoes. It’s surprising how 
many tomatoes you can get 
from half a dozen plants if you 
know how to go about it, To 
help keep you straight, here 
are a few hints from horticul- 
turists with the Ontario De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

Unless you are in the ex- 
treme southern part of Ontario 
wait until at least the third 
week in May before putting out 
your tomato transplants. 
Plants about 8 inches high are 
your best bet. 

What kind should you plant? 
For the home garden where 
space is often limited stake to- 
matoes will usually fill the 
bill. This type as planted 18 
to 24 inches apart in 3 foot 
rows. Plants that are not 
staked need a lot more room — 
3 feet apart in 4 to 5 foot rows. 
Another big advantage of 
staked tomatoes is the ease of 
cultivation along with the easy- 
to-find, clean fruit. 

When planting your toma- 
toes, you should add some fer- 
tilizer to each hole. The easi-

To get the most from your 
plants, there are two jobs you 
must do regularly during the 
season, namely pruning and 
tying. 

The plants should be sup- 
ported every foot-and-a-half as 
they grow. Use strips of rags 
or soft twine (hard twine will 
cut the stems). ‘ie the string 
firmly around the stake, but 
loosely around the stem. Re 
member that the skin will ex- 
pand as the plant grows, and 
if tied tightly, the string will 
cut into the stems. 


Pruning or suckering must 
be done regluarly, ‘he side 
shoots or suckers develop at 
the points where the large 
leaves are joined to the main 
stem. These should be pinch- 
ed out as they develop so that 
only the main growing point 
of the plant is left. Leaving 
these suckers on means that 
the fruit gets less food. If you 
happen. to miss doing this for 
a while they become hard and 
tough, use a sharp knife to re- 
move them. ‘Trying to break 
them off at this point is liable 
to damage the plant.

DANGER — USED BATTERIES 

Mercury dry cells batteries, the kind in portable 
radios and flashlights, can explode forcefully, especially 
after they are spent, report engineers at Union Carbide 
Chemicals Company. 

Here are precautions: 

1, Never throw a spent battery in a fire or waste con- 
tainer whose contents might be burned. 

2. When a battery becomes too weak to do an adequate 
Job, remove it from the equipment, and discard it immedi- 
ately. 

3. Store batteries in a well-ventilated place and dis- 
card any which are older than the “place-in-use-before” 
date stamped on them. 

4. After removing batteries from equipment, place 
tape across the end terminal to prevent accidental short 
circuit or replace the battery in its original cardboard 
container, 

5. To discard, submerge the battery in water and 
pierce the steel jacket of each cell to prevent accumula- 
tion of pressure. 

6. Deposit the harmless battery in a garbage con- 
fainer where it can be carried away. Don’t burn it at 
home, for it contains mercury which could spread toxic 
vapors. —Transportation Safety Association.

“JUST PEOPLE WITH IDEAS” 

In an age when too many people tend to he strict 
conformists, seldom venturing off the beaten path or 
exploring their ideas, there is a challenge and an inspira- 
tion in these excerpts from an address delivered by The 
Hon, Matthew B. Dymond at the graduation exercises 
of The Ontario Hospital, Whitby. 


Posing the question “What’s New?” ,., Dr. Dy- 
mond proceeded to answer it by saying: 


“Pew men, in any age, would be too anxious to haz- 
ard an answer to that question. | will say to you, now, 
that one answer stands out in bold relief, as it always 
has done—IDEAS. A few months before his death, at a 
dinner given in his honour, Charles F. Kettering, or 
“Boss” Kettering as he was affectionately known, was 
asked this question. “What's New?”. His answer—‘If 
you mean what inventions, what developments, are 
yet to come, I can’t tell you. I do say, however, don’t 
believe that we are at the end of the road in this respect. 
Man is just now on the threshold of great things”. When 
asked what sort of people he would pick for his labora- 
tories and industries, he said this—“I want young men 
and women with ideas, with vision and courage and 
faith. TI don’t want the prize winners or the gold med- 
alists particularly, just people with ideas and with ability 
to think clearly. This, from a man of over 80 years of 
age, a man who had seen come to reality so many of the 
wonders of our times, and who had helped to bring some 
of them into being. He was certain that men yet could, 
and would, progress. He was not persuaded that — 
“there’s nothing new under the sun.” 


“Mankind progresses and advances through the 
medium and use of ideas. They not only keep the 
world moving progressively but, in many cases, a single 
idea has resolutionized it. Ideas play an important part 
in every walk of life. They revitalize and give new life. 
Ideas are like potent tonics. They are life-giving min- 
erals and vitamins to successful men and organizations. 
Useful and helpful ideas are all about us. They exist 
at almost every turn but, in order to discover them, 
our ears must be atuned and we must be taught to dis- 
cover them promptly as they appear. Hyery successful 
leader knows that good, useful, workable ideas are 
somewhat difficult to discover. One must adopt the 
habit of searching for them as a fascinating pursuit. 


“Every great invention, development, and useful 
discovery has come directly or indirectly as the result of 
an idea, Many of the miracles of modern times, which 
we too often look upon as commonplace, are the agegre- 
gate of many mens’ ideas—ideas that have been con- 
Stantly improved and bettered through adding other 
mens’ ideas. You are about to be launched into the great 
and honourable company of practitioners of nursing—a 
profession young in years as time is counted, but with 
a brilliant record of accomplishments—the sum total 
of the ideas and work of literally thousands of nurses 
who have preceded you—ideas that have one direct 
objective, namely, to add to the health and life off hu- 
manity, but have an even greater indirect aim in view— 
to help in the great task of advancing mankind toward 
the high destiny that is his, 


There have ben times when useful new ideas ap- 
peared so far advanced that many, conservative minds 
may have looked upon them as radical: or explosive in 
nature. History has recorded countless examples of 
those whose ideas were so far advanced that society 
would not accept them. Men have died in scorn and ill 
,Tepute because they clung to their ideas—ideas that 
later proved a boon to Mankind. Almost every. busi- 
ness, industry, or big concern originally started out as 
an idea in the mind of one individual. In fact, every 
great enterprise had its beginning with an idea, This 
is true the world over. We are all happier and more 
comfortable in our homes to-day because of the useful 
ideas of the men who lived before us. Your profes- 


sion, as every other, only progresses by the application 
of the ideas of its members.” 


WHY NOT DO SOMETHING 
FOR THE VISITORS TO TOWN? 

The introduction of new type meters to Lindsay’s 
main street still leaves something to be desired in the 
way of providing parking accomodation . . . The visitor 
to town is still only welcome to park here if he pays 
for it. 

Parking meters, when first introduced to Lindsay, 
were designed fo make space ayailable in the Main shop- 
ping area for transient visitors. They weren't supposed 
to be regarded as a money-making venture but it seems 
as though the original purpose is fast being forgotten. 
The whole emphasis now seems to be on getting more out 
of the motorist in parking fees... We still haven't got 
around to doing something for the visitor to the town to 
make him feel we yalue his presence and aren’t out to 
gouge every penny we can out of him. 

Why this aversion on the part of the town to pro- 
viding some free parking accomodation in the downtown 
area Shouldn't the aim be to make the town’s visitors 
(and potential customers) feel it pays to stop in Lindsay? 
Private business is going out of its way to provide free 
parking accomodation . . . Has the town not got a re- 
sponsibility to co-operate?

important as Canada’s chief electoral officer can testi- 
fy. ‘ 

5 According to Chief Wlectoral Officer Nelson Cast- 
onguay, about one per cent (75,000) of Canada’s voters 
ruined their ballots in the 1957 election. A rundown of 
some of the things they did may help you avoid a sim- 
ilar pitfall. Here they are: 

A large general category—35 per cent—just conld- 
n't mark an X. Some wrote ‘yes’ for the candidate of 
their choice and ‘no’ for the opposition. Others blacked 
out all names but one. 

Some marked zeros for all but their candidate or 
placed four X's opposite his name, Others marked 
the ballot like a cheque — —on the back. 

And a few, in a last desperate move, just put one 
giant X on the entire ballot. 

The second category represented 28 per cent of re- 
jected ballots by persons who yoted for more than one 
candidate. 

Highteen per cent filled out their choice with 
tick marks, Five per cent wrote facetious or derogatory 
remarks. 

Seven and one-half per cent (mostly from subur- 
ban areas, sald Mr, Castonguay) marked the ballot with 
ball point pens or colored ink, and one and one-half per 
cent marked with numerals. They were mainly from 
British Columbia, Alberta and Manitoba, he said, where 
there was a transferable vote at that time in the provin- 
cial elections. 

Two per cent of the ballots were spoiled. 

“But this is the end,” said Castonguay. “Hight per 
cent were turned in with no marks at all—a complete 
blank!” 

Chances are in Monday's election another one per 
cent of the ballots will be rejected. Only when the 
count goes to two per cent does the chief electoral 
office suspect that something is seriously wrong. 

And it is a simple thing to cast a vote—one “X” is 
placed opposite one candidate’s name with one black 
lead pencil. 


UNIFORMS FOR SCHOOL GIRLS 

There is every indication that Central Senior Pub- 
lic School girls will be wearing a type of uniform when 
they begin the fall term. 

Uniform dress for school girls has frequently been 
advocated in Lindsay but has never really came to the 
place of widespread acceptance until this year. True, 
tunics have been worn by many girl students for years 
but on a hit-and-miss basis , . . some wore them, some 
rejected them. 

While there may be some objections to having 
school girls dress alike, parents with daughters going to 
public school know something of the problem entailed 
in keeping them clothed... One girl gets an appealing 
costume, another wants one like it and so the “keeping 
up with the Joneses” cycle begins. Then there is the 
never-ending question of “What will I wear today?”

This is not a healthy condition to have exist in a demo- 
eratic country and a needlessly prolonged political cam- 
paign could turn interest into apathy, thus helping de- 
feat the very thing for which freedom elections are held — 
to get a representative expression of public opinion, We 
don’t get this if an aroused public interest is allowed to 
wane. 

The next government of Canada might well take 
under serious consideration the advisability of prescribing 
a shorter pre-election campaign period. Such an arrange- 
ment would be easier on th public’s purse, it’s ears, eyes 
and party resources, human and otherwise,

POISON IVY 
One of the greatest hazards of the summer season 
is poison ivy, 

This aggravating, irritating complaint puts hun- 
dreds in hospitals every year and thousands more go at 
least once to a physician to get relief. If the face or 
eyes are Involved, by all means see a doctor quickly. 

Remember, there is no cure for poison ivy, so save 
your money on so-called “cures”. Certainly, there are 
numerous lotions and ointments that will ease the pain 
and itching while the infection runs its course. 

The best precaution against poison lvy and its close 
relative poison oak, is to know how to recognize the 
plants and to avoid them, They are both three-leaved 
climbing plants. On the ground they are about a foot 
high, but more often they climb up walls, fences and 

trees. Sometimes they are mixed with honeysuckle, 
morning glories and other climbing plants. Another 
branch of the poison ivy family is poison sumac. It is 
a small shrub with tiny white berries, The effect of all 
three is the same—a —stinging, itching patch of blist- 
ers. Discomfort is acute and if the rash is spread over 
a considerable portion of the body, it can become quite 
a serious affair. 

The Health League of Canada offers this advice: 
If you have been exposed, wash thoroughly several 
times using plenty of soap and hot water. You may be 
able to get at least some of the poison ivy oil off before 
it irritates the skin. If you get a light case, use a calo- 
mine or some other soothing lotion.

CANADIAN TEAMSTERS OPPOSE 
ROYAL TRANSPORATION PLAN 

I. M. Dodds, Teamster Canadian Coordinator, feels that 
a recent report of the Royal Commission on Transportation 
will return the Canadian transportation industry “to the 
law of the jungle.” 

Dodds joined with numerous other leaders opposing 
the commission’s ideas which include a proposal to the 
permia railways free access to the trucking industry, and 
abandonment by the Provinces of control of entry and 
rate regulations in trucking. 

The royal theory is that such a plan would encourage 
more competition and cure Canada's transportation ills. 
In some respects, the Canadian report closely paralleled 
that of President Kennedy’s recent transportation message 
to Congress. ; 

In Canada, the only pleased reaction to the com- 
mission’s proposal came from the Canadian railroad in- 
terests. Others, like Toronto University Prof. A. W. Cur- 
rie, a commission consultant. predicted that after a year 
under the new system Canada would be happy to return 
to the old regulations. 


Dodds said the propasals means that “competition : 
would eventually be destroyed and the industry left in | 


the control of a powerful monopoly.” 

The Canadian Teamster leader, emphasizing that 
“our first concern is for the welfare of our 42,000 dues- 
paying members in Canada”, said both the trucking in- 
dustry workers and all consumers in the country would 
suffer because the proposals would kill rather than in- 
crease competition. 

Dodds said the commission in effect. has given the

G. McLaren, NSL general manager, urges supervised 
and controlled recreation and play during the yaca- 
tion period in the interest of accident prevention.

THE REAL ELECTION ISSUE

Much of the debate in the current election is irreve- 
lant to Canada’s real situation. It is directed ata situa- 
tion which exisited, or rather seemed to exist when the 
election was called—that is to Say, the situaion so op- 
timistically described in Mr, Pleming’s budget speech 
of April 10. 

Now we know that Mr, Fleming misconstrued the 
actual state of the national economy and its index, 
the financial structure. At midnight, May 2, he was 
compelled to admit his mistake by suddenly devaluing 
the Canadian dollar and seeking the support of the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund to protect the nation’s sol- 
vency. This move of desperation had not been for- 
Seen, had been flatly denied, on budget day. 

But on all sides of politics in this election many 
candidates are still debating the situation which was 
changed but was finally recognized by the franti cact 
of devaluation, Hence many assumptions that seemed 
and only seemed — sound when Parliament was dissoly-— 
ed are no longer sound, even by the rough rules of a 
political campaign. 

What devaluation Means is simply that Canada’s 
economic expectations have been written down, its hopes 
postponed, its true facts acknowledged at least partially. 
Of course devaluation is represented by the government 
as something quite different, a wonderful new discoy- 


ery, though it is the oldest escape from promises im- 
possible of fulfillment,

Drying Out Watch 

To get water out of a watch

Jose of her address, by Miss 
Yancy Robertson. It was a 
lea for the understanding of 
jon-objective painting, and| 
ser subject was “The Pros- 
pects of Modern Art’. The 
pecasion was the annual meet-) 
ing and picnic of the Art 
Guild, held in the summer 
home of Mrs. H. Logan at) 
Bobcaygeon. ‘The speaker is 
the assistant curator of the) 
Toronto Art Gallery, has an| 
M.A. in Art and Archaeology, 
and has received a grant from 
the Canada Council to study 
art collections and methods of 
United States museums. 


Miss Robertson outlined, 
with the use of coloured slides, 
why certain paintings have 
survived through the ages, 
while the junk has been dis- 
carded. The artist, she said, 
fs bound up closely with so- 
ciety. He is a member who 
must live with his generation. 
He thinks the same, and re- 
cords his emotions. And that’ 
record, whether in words, 
music, stone or paint, is a 
document of the age in which 
he lives. He has analized his 
society. This has always been 
so, and the speaker recalled 
examples from history. Monet, 
Seurat, Renoir, Van Gogh 
were artists who were paint- 
ing at the time the great 
discoveries pertaining to the 
measurement of light and 
hitherto unknown rays were 


achieved. The artists also 
were trying to paint the 
atmosphere, experimenting 


with the effect of vibration, 
sometimes using scientifically 
regulated spots of opposing 
colours. or again using broken 
colour. They were not interest- 
ed in the forms or shapes of 
things, but rather in depict- 
ing light which their time was 
beginning fo understand. 


Tt was natural that during 
the period from 1900-15 there 
were many conflicting art 
movements. Around them was 
great confusion and new trains 
of thought. Artists felt there 
was no need to record a physi- 
cal world, but instead they 
tried to reflect their own 
stimulating times. Surrealism, 
was an attempt to portray the 
world of dreams just when 
psychologists were busy prob- 
ing the subconscious. There 
were over one hundred recog- 
nized art muvvements, all 
experimental, all breaking 
with tradition, all searching 
for symbols with which to ex- 
press their energetic ideas. 


A quality all movements 
had in common was the desire 
to free painting from the 
bonds of having to fell a story, 
or describe a thing. They) 
wanted the exhilarating joy of) 
applying paint for its own 
sake, thick and brilliant as it 
comes from the tube. A paint- 
ing ,they claimed, should be a 
thing, of itself — ‘‘A piece of 
canvas with paint on it”. Today) 
the artists are reflecting a 
world that is preoccupied with 
space. They are attempting 
fo capture a new. dimension. 
Their works have no subject 
matter, and are therefore non- 
objective, yet they portray 
movement, and energy, and 
feeling. The adult mind has 
difficulty in adjusting to this 
attitude of today’s thinking, 
but children accept it as 
naturally as they do atoms 
and movement in space. These 
are of their own time. Miss 
Robertson concluded her lec- 
ture with the comment that 
no one could predict the 
future prospects of today’s art, 
but left her audience to pon- 
der the question (with its 
obvious answer), “What else 
could today’s artist have 
done?”

Raspberry Care 

If you hayen’t alreary pruned 
your raspberry patch, you 
should do so right away, advise 
horticulturists with the Ont- 
ario Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

When pruning, remove canes 
showing signs of disease ' or 
winter killing, Try to keep 
the rows 15 to 18 inches wide 
leaving only strong healthy 
canes spaced about 6 inches a- 
part. Crowding will tend to 
give small fruit, weak spindly 
canes for next year, and in- 
crease the likelihood of dis- 
ease. 

A mulch of straw or sawdust 
will help conserve moisture, 
keep down the weeds, and pre- 
vent mud splashing on the 
fruit during heavy rain. 

Anthracnose (grey spots on 
new canes) and spur blight 
purplish area on cane about 
buds) often cause problems 
with raspberries, and should 
be sprayed for as follows: 

Ist Spray: 

When buds burst % to % 

inch, 

Lime sulphur 2 cups 

Water to make 1 gallon. 
2nd Spray: 

Just before blossoms open 
3rd Spray: 

Immediately after harvest 

Ferbam. 

*Werbam is sold under 
many trade names as Chipman, 
Ferbam, Fermate, Karbam 
Black, Niagara Ferbam, etc., 
and should be aused a-cording 
to the manfacturere’s direct- 
ions. 

If you missed the first spray, 
be sure to apply the second he- 
fore blossoms open.

If you have been outdoors 
after dark during the last 
couple of weeks, you may 
have wondered where all 
those large, brown beetles 
are coming from, and what 
they are. They are June 
beetles, and the adults of the 
white grubs that can do so 
much damage to your lawn 
by eating the roots and kill- 
ing the grass. 
These insects have a three 
year life cycle. Two years 
are spent as white grubs and 
the next year is the flight 
year. In most parts of On- 
tario, this is the flight year 
and adult beetles are busily 
laying eggs right now. Un- 
less you protect your lawn, 
the chances are you will have 
trouble from white grub in- 
jury both this year and next.

Requests that three town- 
ship roads and one bridge be 
taken over by the county were 
referred to the road board for 
consideration and report at 
the November session. These 
requests were presented to 
county council Thursday as fol- 
lows. 

From Mariposa Township 
council — The Eldon road 
from Taylor's Corners, north 
on Highway 7 to Wldon school: 
the east end of the 7th con- 
cession from the Little Britain- 
Oakwood road east then south 
to the sixth concession, joining 
the county road at Hill’s (Cor- 
neil’s corners), 

From Fenelon Township 
Council — The second conces- 
sion of Fenelon Township from 
county road 8 and 18 north 
four miles, three east to the 
third concession then north to 
the boundary of Bexley and 
Fenelon, about six miles. 

From Carden Township — 
The bridge on the sixth con- 
cession, opposite lot 6 in the 
Township of Carden. 

Reeve Owen Sweetman 
(Mariposa): “TI think these re- 
quests should be given careful 
consideration and thought and 
referred to the road committee 
and the county engineer. 

Deputy-reeve Roy Morrison 
(Mariposa): “It seems rather 
ridiculous that county ploughs 
travel over the connecting link 
to Corneil’s Corners and do no 
work on it.

Warden Alton advised this 
bridge request would have to 
come from the Municipality of 
Carden and then be referred 
to the bridge committee, 

Engineer Sims: “I recall

GALL BLADDER TREAT- 
MENT IN THE DIABETIC 
Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
read in your column about the 
management of gallstones in 
otherwise healthy people. 
What I'd like to know is your 
feeling about what the diabetic 
patient should do if he has 
gallstones. Suppose he doesn’t 
have any symptoms from the 
stones, should he have the gall 
bladder out anyway? -- Mrs. K. 
Comment: Statistics - - - 
which are really a collection 
of the doctor’s experience in 
a large number of patients - - 
tell us that the diabetic is 
better off playing safe. In 
other words, having the gall 
bladder out before complica- 
tions set in. If he is rushed to 
the hospital because of infec- 
tion or other emergency he 
has much less chance of sur- 
viving the operation. 
For example, if you are a 
diabetic in your thirties or 


fifties or sixties, you actually 
lessen your chances of pulling 
through. 
. 
Dear Dr. Steincrohnt My 
doctor has discovered that I 
have an absence of hydro- 
cloric acid in my stomach, He 
calls it Achlorhydria. He 
suggests that I come in at least 
twice a year for X-rays of my 
stomach, Isn’t this a danger- 
ous amount of radiation? What’ 
do you think? - - Mr. N. 
Comment: I suppose he has 
told you that the reason for 
the increased vigilance is to 
rule out a growth in the 
stomach which is not uncom- 
mon in patients with Achlor- 
hydria. Under the conditions, 
T see no ‘contraindication to 
the X-rays. Your doctor is just 
being careful.

RAYNAUD'S DISEASE 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I know 
that Raynaud’s disease causes 
trouble in the circulation of 
the hands. Mine gets almost 
calcimine-white when it gets 
cold. I’ve been told that I may 
have to have an operation on 
my sympathetic nerves to 
bring back the circulation. If 
things get worse I suppose I'll 
go along with that, But in the 
meantime, isn’t there some: 
simpler treatment with medi- 
cines that sometimes works? 
Mrs. H. 

Comment: In fact, I think its 
better to try conservative treat- 
ment before the patient rush- 
es into operation. I know 
that many people will rear 
pack on their heels (on moral 
grounds) when J say that many 
such patients have been help- 
ed by taking two or three 
ounces of liquor a day. No 
more — perhaps less. Be sure 
to put on gloves and warm 
stockings before you go out in 
the cold. Try an electric blan- 
ket at. night. If you smoke, 
you will be better off cutting 
out tobacco completely - -and 
at once. 

I have helped some patients 
by prescribing nicotinamide 
and papaverine hydrochloride.

GOOD DOCTORS AND 
BAD DOCTORS 

There are good doctors and 
bad doctors. We are not all 
angels. That is because we 
are human beings; and we 
come in all shapes and sizes— 
physically, mentally and emo- 
tionally. 

Being a doctor, when I run 
across a bad one I experience 
a rush of anger and frustra- 
tion even greater than most 
Jaymen. 

First, let me give you two 
simple definitions so we will 
understand one another. <A 
good doctor is one who treats 
the whole patient; a bad doctor 
is one who is more interested 
in treating the disease. Now 
you may think there is little 
distinction between the two, 
so I will cite a case history of 
a patient to illuminate the 
matter. It all happened last 
night, so forgive me if I haven't 
yet quite cooled off. 

A friend of ours called from 
the emergency room of a local 
hospital saying that her teen- 
age boy had just been 'n an 
auto accident. It didn’t seem 
too serious, she said, “Just 
something wrong with his leg.

(I have always contended 
|that there should be a full pro- 
jfessorship in every medical

How about our young patient 
while all this was going on?

The Lindsay Kinsmen Band is the talk of the town to- 
day. . . and the talk is all good.

“Leave some ‘living’ room between cars in traffic,” 
the Canadian Highway Safety Council urges, recommend- 
ing at least one car length for each 10 miles an hour. “This 
will allow time to stop if the driver ahead suddenly de- 
cides to stop, turn, change lanes or make some other un- 
expected movement.” No brakes are good enough and no 
driver is smart enough to stop shorter than that.” 

The Council adds that tail-gating is a definite sign of 
an immature, amateur driver, a show-off who belives he 
is being admired but is actually being ridiculed.

Remember way back when 


JUNE 27, 1912 : 

This morning shortly after nine o'clock the fire bri- 
gade was called to extinguish a fire in the rear of Mr. 
J. G. Edwards’ store. Someone had started a small fire in 
order to burn a pile of refus2, and the blaze ate its way 
into a pile of material consisting of empty oil barrels, 
boxes, etc. No damage resulted, but the fire dis~losed a 
condition of things which should not be allowed to exist 
and which tends to endanger the business centre of the 
town. A visit to the alley ways in the rear of our bus- 
iness blocks shows that a large amount of refuse of an in- 
flammable nature has been allowed to gather, and which 
would furnish material for an incipient blaze to develop 
into a serious conflagration. This condition has been al- 
lowed to go on from year to year, and the wonder is that a 
more serious conflagration has not broken ere this. Now, 
apart from the danger from fire, there is also another ser- 
ious danger, and that is from a sanitary standpoint. In

Canada is moving to fore- 
stall a serious financial crisis. 

It has raised a temporary 
tariff wall and asked foreign 
sources for more than one- 
hillion dollars in financial 
support. 

Prime Minister Diefenbaker 
announced a five-point plan 
last night to ease pressure on 
the Canadian dollar and cut 
the country’s imbalance of 
international payments deficit. 

It all adds up to national 
belttightening after a period 
of free spending and a mount- 
ing debt. 

For the man on fhe street, 
the higher tariffs and interest 
rates will mean higher prices 
for a wide range of consumer 
and luxury, goods. 

The key item in the program 
is a higher surcharge on more 
than half of Canada’s six bil- 
lion dollar a year import trade. 

The special tariffs, covering 
imports totalling a little over 
three billion dollars a year are 
the second blow in the last 
two months to foreign produ- 
cers trying to compete in the 
Canadian market. 

The first was May third 
when the government devalu- 
ated the Canadian dollar to 
92-and-a-half cents of its 
American counter-part. 

It is the high cost of holding 
the dollar at that figure that 
lies at the bottom of the 
austerity program. 

The government has also 
slashed government spending 
by 250-million dollars and it 
has also slashed tourist ex- 
penditures.

EVERYONE IS SPECULATING 

The outcome of the federal election has created an 
atmosphere of speculation. Everyone is wondering what 
will happen in the next parliament of Canada and no one

are still in command of the country — that the majority 
of people are not anxious to travel a Toad which WEN 
lead to greater state control with its potential dangers. 

Early speculation is that there will be another 

election within a matter of a few months. With this not 
everyone agrees. As a matter of fact, instances ‘are cited 
by those who have followed the nation’s political life 
carefully, of minority governments carrying on for full 
terms of office. Whether the Diefenbaker government 
can manage this remains to be seen especially in view of 
the fact that the leader of the Social Credit party in- 
dicated his party “will not enter into a coalition arrange- 
men. : 
Basically, the outcome of the election cannot be re- 
garded with great surprise. Even staunch government 
supporters expected substantial loss of support. What 
might be considered the most surprising element is the 
loss of this support to another right wing party. There 
seems to be little doubt that the left wing New Demo- 
cratic party was expected to make greater gains. 

In the meantime all the speculation in the world 
will achieve nothing . . . We can only wait and see what 
happens when parliament is called and the pattern of 
parilmentary affiliation begins to take shape. 


*~MR TAYLOR IS GRITICIZED 

Lindsay Council’s chairman of finance, Russell 
Taylor, is the latest responsible citizen to fall into dis- 
favor with a segment of the weekly press which has 
shown from the outset that it doesn’t hold established 
residents of the town in very high regard. 


In the case at hand, Mr. Taylor has been attacked 
for taking the liberty of haying an expression of opinion 
published in “The Post”. His audacity brought him 
into great and sudden disfavor with the weekly and 
caused some yenomous remarks to be directed at this 
paper. 


Interest in the attack could not be sustained he- 
cause it contained not a trace of constructive criticism 
and no workable counter-proposal to that advanced by 
Mr. Taylor for financing the sewage disposal system.

Council first wants to meet with the association’s repre- 
sentative to determine what is specifically sought after 
and then, having ascertained this, the inference is it will 
decide whether or not to permit the probe. 

There shouldn't be any “ifs, ands, or buts’ about 
the request. There were da maging charges made against 
the engineer at the time of his dismissal, he was publicly 
humiliated and the town should now be fully prepared 
to back up its allegations by permitting the most search- 
ing probe of engineering department affairs. Only in 
this way can the heavy atmosphere which still hangs 
over this department incident be dispelled. 


THIS MAY BE A TOUGH ONE 

TO EFFECTIVELY ENFORCE... 

‘__ If what we hear is true, Lindsay’s bylaw enforcement 
officer is going to have a tough problem on his hands . . . 
That of making second-hand dealers comply with some- 
of the provisions in a bylaw governing them. 

Take this excerpt from the blyaw which reads to 
to the effect that “any salvage yard must be enclosed by 
a board fence, colored or painted on the outside. It is 
forbidden for merchandise or second-hand goods to be 
located outside such fence.” 

Recognizing the desirability of having second-hand 
dealers’ premises in neat condition, we believe it will be 
considered discriminatory to prohibit the display of sec- 
ond-hand wares outside the fence (assuming this would in- 
clude second-hand stores) while allowing other merchants 
to display their wares on the boulevards or sidewalks. 
Frankly, we can see nothing more offensive about dis- 
Playing a good piece of second-hand furniture outside 
one’s place of business than a new piece, 

In drafting such bylaws the aim should be to create 
a better town in which to live but not one in which you 
cannot live because of unnecessary restrictions. 


THE TRUTH SEEPS OUT 

Bit by bit, Canadians are becoming aware of the 
fact that their country’s affairs have been poorly 
handled during recent times, The truth of the coun- 
try’s plight seeps out gradually and the majority of 
people now know that their pre-election uneasiness 
over the state of the nation were not without founda- 
tion.

EFFORTLESS MOWING 

A new restfulness may descend on British summer 
Sunday afternoons with the appearance of a cheap and 
simple device called the ‘Mowmaster’ marketed by the 
firms of Remploy and Qualcast. Reporting in the BBC 
General Overseas Service programme ‘Science and In- 
dustry’, Robin Richards described the Mowmaster as “a 
rectangular box-shaped affair which you put at the end 
of your lawn. You then attach an ordinary motor 
mower to a cord which ts fixed to a rod sticking out of 
the Mowmaster. You just start the mower up and set it 
off. It proceeds on a circular path around the Mowmast- 
er, the diameter of the circle naturally depending on the 
length of cord used. But immediately one lap is com- 
pleted, the Mowmaster, controlled by a lever mechan- 
ism, is automatically pulled forward the width of the 
cut. It’s like moving a water sprinkler a little further 
along. So it goes on for lap after lap until it reaches 
the far end of the lawn. But by that time it has cut 
a rectangular piece of lawn and only the rounded edges 
at each corner need to be finished by hand.” Ke

HOLIDAY CONGESTED HIGHWAYS 
FOSTER HIGH ACCIDENT RATE j 

The first international Holiday weekend each year 
occurs on the July 1-4 period when both American and 
Canadians will be crowding their own and each other’s 
highways in a happy escape from their daily tasks and 
cares. The final tally of the dead and maimed will, if 
the current trend continues, break all previous grim 
records. ° 

In the 3 months, July, August and September, 1961, 
there were 586 people killed on Canadian highways, 
13,242 injured in 43}102 reportable accidents, according to 
stastics maintained by Dominion Automobile Association, 
who offer the following pointers for safer, summer driy- 
ing. Deore : 
D.A.A. reports that, with more than 10,000 miles 
of super highways on this continent, motorists will have 
to adjust to the special requirements of such driving. 

Mr. R. W. Trollope, President, Dominion Automobile — 
Association advises drivers to cruise at their normal 
speed rather than attempting to keep up to the posted i 
limit. There are many variables in operating a car safely as 
at 70 mph that do’not apply to the 40 mph driver. : 

The triple “C's”, care, courtesy and common sense 
are imperative for a safe trip: they should not be lost sight 
of for the merest instant. Speed in itself is not the killer. 
The actual danger is driving at variance with existing 
traffic conditions. ; 

Go slowly and see more. At 500 miles per day, you 
certainly can’t see much of the countryside thru which 
you are hurtling. 

Always drive on the right, except when passing an- 
other vehicle. Never stop or let your vehicle stay mo- 
tionless on the roadway. If you are stalled, push your 
car over on to the shoulder of the road. Don’t pick up 
any hitchhikers-you may wind up with a broken head 
and an empty purse. : 

Maintain speed limits of country thru which you are 
passing. Learn these facts before starting on your trip.

A NEW DOMESTIC FIRE EXTINGUISHER 

In a recent edition of the ‘New Ideas’ programme 
broadcast weekly in the BBC General Overseas Service 
Allan Murray reported on a conyineing demonstration 
of a new domestic fire extinguisher given by the man 
who has developed it, Mr, Llewellyn vans, The ex- 
tinguisher—called the Safe-T-Guard — contains a 
chemical which not only put out fires, but makes every- 
thing it touches fireproof. To illustrate its value in 
protecting people if their clothes catch fire, Mr. Bvans 
rubbed some of the chemical lightly into his coat, then 
poured petrol on both sleeves and set it alight, While 
the petrol burned he read a book, and at the end the 
coat was undamaged and Mr, Hyans unscathed,

which even a child could handle— from ag far afield as 
the United States and West Africa. In Britain, several 
local authorities were considering its possibilities for 
saving both property and lives — especially in the 
homes of old people.

Ginger is one of the milder 
spices associated with tropical 
fare. It’s featured today in a 
savory sauce along with juicy 
pineapple chunks to give 
poached fish fillets a refresh- 
ingly different, slightly exotic 
flavor. Even though they look 
and taste like a Polynesian 
restaurant specialty, Tropical 
Fillets are a thrifty and speedy 
dinner dish. 

Tropical Fillets 
2 pounds fish fillets, Salt,

Criminal Code offense 


Stiff fines 
prospect 
if convicted 


Stiff penalties are in pros- 
pect for boatmen failing to op- 
erate craft in a safe manner 
and having them bear required 
. This was stressed 
here Friday by Collector of 
Customs J. H. McDonald. 

As of July Ist., the reckless 
operation of boats comes und- 
er the Criminal Code and fines 
of up to $500 are provided on 
conviction, it was pointed out. 

The customs officer also 
stated that under new Dept. of 
Transport regulations, 
person who fails to license and 
mark a vessel 


markings. 


Canada Shipping Act, is guilty! 
of an offense and liable on 
summary conviction of a fine 
not exceeding $100. 

‘The small vessel regulations 
require every pleasure boat 16 
feet long or under, and power- 
ed by an outboard motor of 10 
horsepower or more, to bear a} 
department of transport plate) 
showing the maximum load 
and horsepower recommended 
for if. 

These are called boat cap- 
acity plates and application 
forms for same can be procur- 
ed at the local custom office. 
Quantities of 100 or more of 
these forms needed by a mar- 
ina, etc., should be obtained by 
writing to the Department of] 
Transport, Ottawa. 

These capacity plates are 
not licence plates. Licence 
plates can be obtained free 
from a customs officer at any 
Customs and Excise office. 
Licence plates do not have to| 
be renewed unless the boat 
changes ownership. They 
are merely to identify owners 
if a boat is found overturned or | 
adrift. 


Lindsay Collector of Customs | 


John H. McDonald states 
there is much confusion in this 
regard and many boat owners 
have been applying at the of- 
fice here for boat licences when 
they have one. 


It is the boat capacity plates 


which are required, he stresses | 


and explains 
this way: 
“These boat capacity plates 


the regulation 


only apply to certain boats. | 


They do not apply to boats with| 
inboard engines; do not apply 
fo boats over 16 feet long; do 
not apply to boats with less 
than 10 horsepower. 

“Some new boats in the 
past three or four years have 
these plates already on. Any 
person having a boat with a 
plate marked capacity approv-| 
ed by the Canadian Boating 
Federation and the Depart- 
ment of Transport will not} 
need any other capacity plate 
at this time explains officer 
McDonald. 

“There is a reproduction of | 
the required capacity plate on 
page 8 of a booklet “Safety) 
Afloat” which can be procured 
free at the Lindsay Customs 
Office or at the Office of the 
Lindsay Daily Post. 

“The capacity plate for each 
boat states the gross load which 
that particular boat must not 
exceed for safety sake. This 
gross load, designated in 
pounds includes motor (s), pas- 
Sengers, and all equipment, 

“Adverse conditions reduce 
capacity. It is unlawful to 
overload” is also a plate in- 
scription.

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Pearson says PM failing 
to present true picture 


Charges 3 statements 


SOME LINDSAY BUSINESSMEN 
FEEL AUSTERITY NECESSARY 


at variance with facts 


Ottawa, June 26 - -(UPI) - - 
Liberal Leader Lester Pearson 
has accused Prime Minister 
Diefenbaker of failing to give 
the country a true picture of 
Canada’s current economic ills, 

“In order to merit the co- 
operation of all Canadians,” 
said Pearson, “It is the 
government’s duty to put all 
the facts fully and frankly 
before the people.” “This has 
not yet been done.” 

Pearson made the charge in 
a prepared statement com- 
menting on Diefenbaker’s 
national radio and television 
address last night. In it the 
Prime Minister appealed for 
the support of all Canadians to 
meet the present situation. 

Pearson also took strong 


exception to Diefenbaker’s 
announcement that Parliament 
would not be called until 
September to ratify the 
government’s new austerity 
program. 

“When the government 


takes extraordinary measures 
such as those announced last 
Sunday,” he said, “it becomes 


the government’s duty to call;

Parliament at the earliest 
possible date before the end 
of July.” 

Pearson accused Diefen- 
baker of “distortion” in the 
Prime Minister’s report on the 


current situation. He ticked 
off three statements made by 
the Prime Minister which, he 
said, were not in accordance 
with the facts: 

- - Diefenbaker said last 
night the present emergency 
developed only in recent days. 
Pearson said the troubles 
started “early in the year” and 
reached “crisis proportions” 
last month when the govern- 
}ment devalued the Canadian 
dollar. 

- - The Prime Minister said 
the nation’s problems were 
“not unusual or confined to 
Canada” and suggested Bri- 
tain and the United States 
had or were facing similar 
problems. Pearson said Britain 
and the U.S. were able to offer 
this country large-scale finan- 
cial support, as outlined in the 
government's program, be- 
cause - - - as he put it - - they 
are not suffering from the 
same weakness in their cur- 
rencies.”” 

- - Diefenbaker said that, 
despite the problems, Canada 
now enjoyed “One of the 
greatest economic upsurges in 
history.” Pearson said the 
current difficulties are more 
fundamental than the financial 
emergency and are “the result 
not of an economic upsurge, 
but of prolonged economic 
slowdown.”

Friday night opening of 
the Lindsay liquor store on a 
year-round basis has been ap- 
proved by the Ontario Liquor 
Control Board. This was an- 
nounced here today by store 
Manager Guy Gassien. 

Mr. Gassien says he has re- 
ceived instructions from the 
board to keep the store open 
every Friday night (holidays 
excepted), 

The movement to haye the 
store remain open was spon- 
sored by the Lindsay Chamber 
of Commerce which made ap- 


plication to the board on the 
grounds that it would benefit 
tourist trade. The C of C was 
later advised that application 
to have the store remain open 
would have to come from the 
town. Lindsay Council concur- 
red in the proposal and filed 
application with the board. 

Omemee will be following 
suit. Manager H. V. Hopkins 
told “The Post?’ that following 
a similar request from the 
village council, the store will 
be open Friday evenings until 
further notice. 


In a Kent St. survey severai 
merchants expressed the opin- 
ion that the Canadian austerity 
program, instituted by the 
government is necessary and 
the only way out of the coun- 
try’s difficulties. 

Said Mr. Ken Johnson, (John- 
son's Jewellers) “This belt 
tightening has got to be made. 
We can’t get along without 
paying our way. It is cheaper 
to pay as you go than defer 
payment further. There has 
been along period of free 
spending and there are things 
we can do without. There has 
to be a turnover of the dollar, 
however, to make a profit. If 
everyone kept their dollars out 
of circulation there would be a 
depression. Very few Can- 
adians have invested in this 
country’s resources. They are 
being developed by foreign 
capital and the profit is drain- 
ed away from Canada in this 
way. By exporting goods is 
the only way to counteract 
this financial loss. But this 
surcharge on imports is, I am 
sure, only a temporary mea- 
sure until the dollar strength- 
ens. It is only intended to 
slow down imports without 
slowing down our exports. We 
are good enough customers 
that these countries from 
which we import will not, we 
hope, try to retaliate.” 

Ken Richmond of Fee Mot- 
ors: “We realize that these 
steps had to be taken to im- 
prove our dollar position. The 
automobile business will be af- 
fected with somewhat higher 
prices on all imported lines of 
cars due to the new tariff regu- 
lations. But when we get in

the clear again we will be all 
set.” 

Carl Brown Jr. (Carl Brown 
Jewellers.)

CLASSIC FURNITURE 

This is a culmination of the 
Roman, Greek, Italian and 
French designs of our ances- 
tors. Classic furniture stress- 
es rectlinear lines, although 
curves were not banished com- 
pletely, and is lighter and 
graceful in design. Legs were 
usually straight, slender and 
tapered, round, square, plains, 
fluted or reeded with turned, 
spade, block, or thimble feet. 
Chair backs were open or filled 
and take a variety of shapes — 
square, round elliptical, shield 
curving and sinuous lines. 
Decorative motife include 
carved, lyre, urn, ovel, heart 
and wheel shaped spats with 
flowery motifs, interlaced rib- 
bons, rosettes, wheat ears, urns} 
swags, scrolls and other de- 
signs. Elsewhere, ornamenta- 
tion follows classical (mostly 
Greek and Pompeian) char- 
acter. These carved, painted 
and inlaid designs are used to 
embellish legs of tables, chairs, 
cabinets and breakfronts (of- 
ten with glazed glass doors), 
pediments, mouldings, aprons, 
chair and sofa frames and case 
fronts. Notable pieces are the 
console tables and cabinets. | 
Large, upholstered easy chairs 
settees, and sofas had curved 
outward rolled arms and 
straight legs, often joined by 
stretches. Sideboards with 
serpentine fronts usually had 
concave corner construction.| 

PROVINCIAL FURNITURE 

This group is sometimes mis- 
taken for colonial but there are 
marked differences. Provin- 
cial furnishings cover some of) 
the numerous designs and eras 
of French Provincial, Empire, 
American Early Colonial, 
American Colonial, American 
Federal and American Provin- 
cial styles. This brings in an 
exciting range from comfort- 
able formality to the rustic en- 
deavour of our North Ameri- 
can founders to reproduce 
earlier periods from memory. 
Provincial furniture is almost} 
divided into two categories — 
French and American. Early} 
French Provincial furniture 
built by rural craftsmen was 
solid and functional, often a-| 
dorned with rich deep plea-

Commodes 
were simple, rectangular 
shapes. Decorations was most- 
ly painted or carved. 
MODERN FURNITURE 
As all know it today func- 
tional furniture is a revolution- 
ary design, with stark geom- 
etric lines. Simplicity is the 
key note of its styling. In to- 
day’s streamlined way of life, 
in apartments and more com- 
pact homes, the illusion of spa- 
ciousness, light, air and easy 
care is desirable. Our present 
day modern furniture com- 
bines all of this, plus comfort, 
attractiveness and conveni- 
ence. Its uncluttered lines are 
readily distinguished by a 


|marked departure from any 


form of decoration. Sectional 
chesterfields and settees play 
a large part in modern furnish- 
ings and can be open armed 
and framed with wood or 
closed and upholstered. They 
are usually covered in wools. 
rayons, synthetics or cottons— 
striped, tweed, abstract or 
paid, but always geometrical 
in upholstery design. Com- 
pletely unadorned oval, cir- 
cular and geomertic styling is 
used with strong emphasis on 
Teak and walnut 
are the most popular woods, 
although a good portion of 
exotic and imported woods are 
gaining popularity. A tenden- 
cy to avoid the highly polished 
finish of earlier periods is 
shown in the oil and satin fi- 
nish which enhance the na-| 
tural woods in a more subtle 
manner. Legs are straight and) 
tapered, round or square. Gen-| 
eral design is angular, squared, 
curved or sweeping. Out- 
standing pieces are portable 
room dividers, wall shelves, 
bookeases and occasional fur- 
niture.

HEART: STOP AND GO 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I've 
heard that there are people 
who are actually able to stop 
their hearts for a few beats. 
Can this be possible? - - Mr. G. 

Comment: Many of these 
stories haye been coming out 
of India. I have just received 
a Newsletter from the Ameri- 
can Heart Association which 
will interest you. Drs. M. A. 
Wenger, B. K. Bagchi and 
B. K. Anand made some stu- 
dies and reported their ex- 
periments in the Magazine 
“Circulation” which is a 
scientific journal of the 
American Heart Association. 

The subjects of the experi- 
ment were four Yoga practi- 
tioners who said that they 
could voluntarily contro! their 
heart action. 

The first three used similar 
methods to influence the heart 
peat and pulse. Each held his 
breath and tensed the muscles 
in his chest and abdomen, 
which retarded the flow of 
blood back to the heart. On 
listening only with the stetho- 
scope, their heart sounds 
weakened or disappeared. But 
they couldn't change the nor- 
mal electrocardiographie find- 


ings. These continued to re-

cord heart contractions, which 
proved that their hearts did 
not stop beating. 

But the fourth subject was 
a mystery. His electrocardio- 
grams showed that he could 
not slow his heart beat, but in 
one instance the electrical 
pace-making stimulus of the 
heart beat in the upper heart 
chambers disappeared for as 
long as 16 heart cycles. 

I don’t know what subse- 
quent studies showed. Neither 
do I know what their final 
conclusions were (as I haven't 
the complete, original article 
at hand). But in this one case, 
at least, I suppose we'd have 
to admit that it’s possible to 
sop the heart from beating.

He has low blood pressure 
and is otherwise in good 
health. Do we have anything 
to worry about? The doctor 
never said to come back and 
it's almost three years since 
the X ray. - - Mrs, B. 


Comment: Are you sure the 
doctor didn’t suggest a yearly 
checkup? That would be 
advisable even though your 
husband has been feeling 
well. T go along with his doc- 
tor, who didn’t prescribe any 
medicine and suggested only 
a low fat diet. The findings 
you speak of are not uncom- 
mon in people in their late 
60's and early 70's. We call it 
calcification of the aorta, 
which is another name for 
hardening of the coats of the 
arteries. 

That doesn’t mean that 
your husband’s aorta is clog- 
ged, as you say. The bore of 
the artery itself may be as 
wide and unimpeded as ever. 
Blood gets through without 
any serious trouble. With a 
low blood pressure, and ap- 
parently healthy heart, your 
doctor is probably right in 
thinking that these X-ray find- 
ings don’t necessarily bring 
your husband out of the sun-
